MONTHLY STATEMENTS OF FINANCIAL 
OPERATIONS 


The Honourable Michael Wilson, 
Minister of Finance, released today the 
regular monthly statements of the 
government’s financial operations for 
September 1989 and the first six months of 
the 1989-90 fiscal year. 


For September 1989, budgetary 
revenues were $8,752 million, budgetary 
expenditures were $11,176 million, and 
there was a deficit of $2,424 million. For 
September 1988, budgetary revenues were 
$8,110 million, budgetary expenditures 
were $10,225 million, and there was a 
deficit of $2,115 million.
